INE bilge exhibit palaces have been com- 


pleted nt the Panama-Pacific International 
Exposition at San Francisco. 
Altogether 


there will be thirteen uinln structures on 


the Exposition grounds, and an Auditorium to Beat 
12,000 persons and to cost more than $1,800,000, 
i» under construction at the civic center of the city. 


The result of the work fulfils every expecta- 


tion of the commission of famous architects to 
•whom was entrusted the exposition design. 
To 


blend and fit in with the impressive natural sur- 
roundings of the site at Harbor View, the great 
bills tli.it encircle the grounds on the south, cast 
and west, the harbor on the north, with its Islands, 
and beyond the Golden Gate, It was planned to 
produce a single superb architectural design, and 
the plan fans been carried out. 


The Exposition grounds, which face the harbor 


fof almost three miles, are occupied by three great 
groups of buildings. 
In the center arc the exhibit 


palaces; upon the cast is the amuicmcnt section, 
Bad on the west «nd nearest the Golden Gate is the 
sc/rtlo" <le»otcd to the pavilions of the thirty-six 
naUots that are to take part and of the states. 


From the helghta of Belvldcre, four miles across 


Sttn Francisco harbor, the vast copper-green domes 
of the main palaces, rising a? high ns the average 
twelve-story city block, arc seen to reach more 
than hnlf way to the first rims of the great en- 
circling hills at Harbor View. 
Glints of gold nnd 


jade nnd unpphire nrn splashed over the buiJditigs 
In brilliant, riotous colors that, in the distance, melt 
together in a vast mosaic. 


In the center group eight of the exhibit pntaccs 


arc joined in n rectangle. 
Four of the buildings 


face upon a 400 fcrt wide csptnnailc upon S.in 
Francisco harbor and four fncr the South Gardens 
between the main group of buildings and the Ex- 
position boundaries 
The four buildings facing 


the harbor from east to west ore the palaces of 


Mines and Metallurgy, Transportation, Agricul- 
ture and Food Products. To .the south, completing 
the group, are tiie palaces of Varied Industries, 
Manufactures, Liberal Arts and Education. 
The 


buildings arc identical In height. Their architec- 
ture as seen from afar is nlso similar, and it is 
only when one gets close at hand and within the 
courts that the divergences are are apparent.

Flanking this group of eight .structures upon 


the cast it the Palace of Machinery, costing more 
than $000,000. 
This was the first of the Exposi- 


tion palaces to be completed. Its interior arrange- 
ment consists of three north nnd south aisles, each 
130 feet in height and 70 feet in width, extending 
the entire length of the building, 9G7.S feel. Three 
transverse aisles, each 120 feet long and 7C feet 
wide, run cast and west through the center, intcr- 
flrctinu the north /md south aisles. 


Klankinj; the jrroup upon thj west IB the Palace of 


Fine Arts, which is separated from the croups by a 
luj;oon which it partly envelops nnd which is bordered 
by (lowers, shrubbery und trees, giving the effect of a 
forest lake in the tropics, fringed vvith rich shrubbery 
and palms. Tho building describes an lire 950 feet in 
lentrth and ito area is "05,000 fuet, or nearly five 
ucri'n. Tho Palacu of Fine Arts is of eteel nml con- 
crotu and is tire and Hir^Uir proof. 
Opposite tho 1'al.icc of Education, in tho South 


Gardens, la OIP nr-.-nt Palace of Horticulture. This 
huge structure cover;, upproximntcly five acres and 
in architecture is Saracenic. 
Ha most prominent 


feature is a atccl dome ISC fuut in diumctcr, covered 


with wire netting glass. The dome, is surmounted 
by a half-globe, "the flower basket," 26 feet in height 
and weighing twenty-eight tons. 
During the Ex- 


position the hnlf-globu will be planted with flowers 
of ull kinds. At night the dome will become one of 
the most spectacular features of the Exposition. 
Kaleidoscopic lights from within will play upon tho 
glass, giving tho giant sphere the effect of a hu;;e 
iridescent soap bubble. 
South of the Palace of 


Varied Industries and nlso in the South Gardens, 
Festival Hull, a rendezvous for conventions in 19115, 
is under construction. 


Tho eight exhibit palaces forming the rectangle 


arc divided by three avenues running north and 
south and one east and west; At the intersection of 
the east nnd west avenue with the north and south 
avenue lie three great courts of honor, the walls_ of 
tho four buildings surrounding each court being 
identical to form the oval of the court. In the center 
of the group :s tho great Court of the Universe; on 
tho west, paralleling the Court of the Universe, is 
tho Court of the Four Seasons, and on the east is 
the Court of Abundance. Vast colonnades encircle 
the courts, running from their openings on Sun 
Francisco harbor back to the courts themselves. 
From almost any point of view, the visitor while 
traversing the courts will gain flashing glimpses of 
the blue harbor between the lofty colonnades. 
The Court of the Universe is 760 feet in width by 
900 feet long and resembles somewhat in shape the 
great plaza approaching the Church of St. Peter at 
Rome. 
Tho effect of the court is magnificent 


Corinthian columns encircle it. 
The walls of the 
palaces behind the columns arc colored a burnt 
sienna, while the vaults of the corridors are ultra- 
mrtrine bhic. 
The columns are tho shade of the 
exhibit pulacea, a faint ivory yellow, tho color of 
imitation Travertine stone. 
The columns of tho 
Court, of thi> Four Seasons nre Roman Ionic, modi- 
fied with a touch of modern detail. This court is 340 
feet square nnd opens to the north on San Fran- 
cisco harbor by a colonnaded avpnuo 47.'i feet long 
and 173 feet in width. 
Through i passage in a 
great niche or half-dome nt the soutn end of the 
court it opens into the Court of the Palms. 


The east court, or Court of Abundance, is similar 


in size and shape to the Court of the Four Seasons. 
An arcado, dominated by n great Oriental tower, 270 
feet in height, upon the north tyvenue of tho court, 
encircles the court. Between the courts along the 
intersecting east and west avenue are grpnt open 
patios where the ornamentation oC the walls of the 


palaces is very lavish. The patios are cut off from 
the courts by huge colonnades, so that each presents 
a distinctive scheme of color and decoration. 
The 
prevailing decoration of these vast open aisles is 
Pornpeiian with shades of green and terra cotta, of 
robin's egg blue and Venetian red, blending in mar- 
velous mosaics. 
The outside walls of tho central group of eight 


palaces forms an almost continuous facade. Through- 
out its entire circuit of the group its circuit is un- 
,broken save by the huge and highly decorated portals 
and entrances to the exhibit palaces, by the openings 
of the courts upon San Francisco harbor and by the 
two other minor courts that open out ppon the South 
Gardens. 
Throughout tho circuit of the vast encircling 


facades there is regularity in the architecture. 
In 
the walls of the stately palaces are green latticed 
windows with a wealth of gold and terra cotta show- 
ing behind the network of the green. The windows 
recall those of the great monasteries. 
Repeated 


groups of statuary, lofty Corinthian'and Ionic col- 
umns, stately portals and a profusion of ornamental 
trees, some of them fifty feet in height, and shrubs 
contrast with the prevailing ivory tint, the walls 
lending life and beauty to the ensemble. 
And in this great shell, which is to house the ex- 


hibits of the world, will the \yorld's progress be 
worthily exemplified. Italy, which has appropriated 
$•100,000 toward the exposition, was the last of the 
foreign nations to dedicate its site. Signer Ernesto 
Nathan, former Mayor of Rome, who visited San 
Francisco as commissioner from Italy to the exposi- 
tion, promised that his country would make the finest 
display ever presented by Italy at a foreign exposi- 
tion."Argentina will make a representation unsur- 
passed among the nations," said His Excellency 
Romulo S. Naon, when the Argentine dedicated its 
site last fall. That Argentina's exhibit will be ex- 
tensive may be inferred from the fact that the great 
South American republic has appropriated $1,300,000 
gold fo.r its participation. The exhibit will include a 
vast live stock display in the live stock pavilions 
and illustrative displays cf Argentina's schools, 
churches, theatres and educational methods. Canada 
will mukc a huge exhibit of the argicultural re- 
sources of the Dominion. The great Canadian pa- 
vilion, to cost $300,000, is structurally completed and 
tho finishing touches will be put on r.ext fall. Canada 
appropriated SGOO.OOO. France will expend $600,000. 
The figures run high. Thomas G. Stallsmith, one of 


exposition commissioners to the Orient, has given 
out a list of the appropriations of the Oriental coun> 
tries: China, $1,000,000; Philippine Islands, $600, 
000; 
Japan, 3600,000; Australia, 8400,000; Siam. 
$250,000; Dutch East India, $250,000; New Zealand, 
$200,000; Cochin China, 5150,000. 
Although Germany will not participate officially, 


more than fourteen hundred of the leading manu- 
factures of Germany will be represented; $125,000 
is devoted to an exhibit of a single manufacturing 
industry, that of Potash, and the construction of the 
potash building has begun. Six hundred cf the lead- 
jug industries of Great Britain will combine in a 
collective display, despite the final refusal of the 
government to participate. Here is a list of the 
participating nations: Argentine Republic, Australia, 
Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, China, Costa Rica, Cuba, 
Denmark, Dominican Republic, Ecuador, France, 
Guatemala, Haiti, Holland, Chile, Honduras, Italy; 
Japan, Liberia, Mexico, New Zealand, Nicaragua, 
Norway, Panama, Persia, Peru, Portugal, Salvador, 
Spain, Sweden Turkey, Uruguay and Venezuela. 
More than 230 great international congresses 
and conventions, at which tnoro than 600,000 acred- 
ited delegates will assemble, have voted to meet in1 
San Francisco in 1915. It is expected that folly 500 
conventions will have decided to meet in San Fran-j 
Cisco by the time the exposition opens. The dele- 
gates to these assemblages will come from every part 
of the globe, and leaders in art, science, industry and 
in the teaching of ethical propaganda, will present iri 
standardized form the reirults of the world's besti 
efforts in recent years. A resume of the conventions 
that have voted to meet in San Francisco dis- 
closes the following activities: Agricultural socie^ 
ties, 25; business, 20, educational, 21: fraternal, 37; 
genealogical, 7; Greek letter fraternities, i^j; EOVBJ.TI-; 
mental and civic, IS; historical and literary, 6; i" 
dustrial, 15; labor, 9; professional, 15; religious 9;' 
scientific, 20; social service, 8. 


One of the most interesting conventions •will be 
the International Engineering Congress. The Engi- 
neers of the Pacific Coast have already raised a 
large sum to finance the congress and the five great 
national engineering bodies comprising the congress 
have also guaranteed to aid in defraying the ex- 
penses of tho meeting. An exhaustive discussion 
will be given to the construction of the Panama 
Canal, among the subjects, and the proceedings of 
the congress will be published in standardized form. 
Col. George W. Goewials has been tendered and has 
accepted tlie chairmanship of.the

consin, extension division: 


Watermelon Cnps.—Ueuiove the rind 


and cut the melon into cubes; spriu- 
Idp with powdered sugar and lemon 
Juice, chill before serving. 


Apple Mnrshmallow.—Take oue cup- 


ful 
pared 
apples, 
one-half 
cupful 


blnnched almonds, one cupful inarsh- 
uiallows, cut In quarters, two cnpfuls 
whipped cream. 
Combine jnd chill. 


Moubac.—Take 
one 
cupful heavy 


cream, 
one salt*poouful salt, one- 


third cupful powdered sugar, one ten- 
spoonful vauilla. Beat the cream, add 
tho sugar, salt and vauilla. Turn the 
mixture In a tin mold, adjoat cover 
nnrt seal with strips of cheesecloth 
dipped lu melted lard or butter or seal 
with melted paraffin. 
This* is to pre- 


vent salt water from entering the can. 
Pack the mold in salt and Ice, using 
two parts ice to one part suit. Allow 
two hours or moro for the freezing. 
Thia Is a delicious, wholesome dessert, 
veiy easily prepared and does not re- 
quire an, ice cream freezer. 
For va- 


riety flavor the cream with an ounce 
of melted chocolate or one-third cup- 
ful maple sirup 
During the winter 


the mold may be packed in a mixture 
of snow and salt. Baking powder or 
cocoa cans may be used for molds. 
Fill with "water and test to see that 
they do not leak. 


Freshening Vegetables. 


Lettuce, parsley and all other 


things may be kept delicloualy fresh if 
first \\ashed In cold Tvater, shaken aurt 
then packed In a tin pail that has a 
very tight cover, so that the ah? may 
noc penetrate- to them. This should be 
set in a cool place. 


In the case of lettuce, when the cover 


Is removed the leaves will pop up, and 
you will flnd them almost aa crisp and, 
fresh as if they had just come from 
the garden. 


Even lettuce that has wilted will re- 


vive -wonderfully if subjected to a few 
hours of such treatment. To purify 
greens that are to be eaten raw use a 
pinch of boric add powder in the wa- 
ter in which they are washed. 


Preserving Eggs. 


To know how to preserve eggs from 


the tline when they are cheap to the 
time when they are dear Is moat Im- 
portant. 
As they cannot spoil -without 


oxjgen, they may be kept for a long 
tlrao In powdered charcoal, which must 
be renewed at least once a month 


Glycerin la also an excelleut preserva- 


tive for eggs. A mixture of glycerin 
with half its volume of water should 
be prepared, the eggs placed iu this 
solution and kept below the surface by 
a floating piece of -wood. 


The same solution will serve for con- 


stant use for a Jong time, other eggs 
being put In when some are removed 
Be sure that the eggs are clean when 
put In. 


Timing the Baking. 


A clever -woman whose hands and 


mind wero filled with small duties all 
seemingly to be performed at one and 
the R(ime time, found her bread and 
rolls often left just the lew minutes too 
long in the oven so they wore not ap- 
petizing, as she wanted them to be.
